Judge Landis Reversed In His 
Decision Fining the Standard 
Oil Company Twenty-Nine 



The Three Judges Are Unanimous 
In Giving a New Hearing. 

On Wednesday in Chicago the 
United States Court of Appeals 
handed down its decision in the 

appeal made by the Standard < Ml 
Company of Indiana from the ver- 
dict rendered in April, 1907, by 
Which the company was found 
guilty of accepting rebates and 
lined by Judge Landis $29,340,000. 
The decision Of the three judges 

The Court of Appeals differs 
with the trial court on three vital 
points, holding that Judge Landis 
hided evidence which should 
have been admitted to show proper 
intent in the rate the company 
paid on oil; that he erred in con- 
sidering each car lot a separate of- 
fense, and that in imposing the 
maximum line for the first offense 
he abused the discretion vested in 
the court.

Caseyville to blow up towboats and 
barges belonging to the West 
Kentucky Coal Company, and hun- 
dreds of bullets were tired into the 
Fannie Wallace and Harvester, 
wounding John Goodall, engineer 
on the Harvester, in the stomach 
and hitting the nightwatchman in 
the foot. Without warning to the 
men on the boats, a loaded barge 
was blown up by dynamite. One 
barge was sunk, loss $2,500 for the 
barge and $1,400 for the coal. 

A fleet of loaded barges had been 
accumulated for the Harvester to 
take South on the first rise in the 
river, and the boats and barges 
were lying together. Capt. F. K. 
Farnsley, of 900 Tennessee street, 
left his boat, the Harvester, to go 
to Paducah, and so missed being 
wounded and possibly killed. John 
Goodall. the wounded engineer, 
lives in Gsllipolis, Ohio, having 
become a member of the Harvester 
crew when that boat ran from 
Pittsburg to Southern points with 
coal. He was asleep when the at- 
tack began, and was shot before he 
had time to dress completely. The 
men on the boats could not tell who 
their assailants were, but all clews 
point to disgruntled miners.

Publication Says 
Quality of Yield Probably 



The July Crop Reporter, by the 
Agricultural Department, con- 
cerning the tobacco crop of the 
Burley district, says: 

"There was a small area of to- 
bacco planted in this district, it 
being only lb per cent of last year. 
Dry weather delayed the prepara- 
tion of land and transplanting in 
some counties and the prospect is 
not good for a tine crop. 

"The condition of the Kentucky 
tobacco crop on July 1 was BO per 
cent, as compared with 7H in 1907, 
and a 10-year average of 84. The 
preliminary estimate of the Ken- 
tucky acreage this year is y>7,i>46 
acres, which is 73 per cent of last 
year's acreage.'' 

IN THM DAISK DISTRICTS 

"Paducah District. The high 
prices prevailing in this district 
. have stimulated planting, which is 
reported to be 28 per cent, larger 
than last year. The prospect is 
unfavorable for good quality or 
.yield.

Pertinent Comment on Prohibi- 
tion Convention. 

With the two big National Con- 
ventions over, the country has en- 
joyed during the last few days a 
slight respite from politics. The 
Prohibition gathering at Columbus 
has excited no great interest, and 
notwithstanding the growing local 
option sentiment and the spread of 
State prohibition, the Prohibition 
•ote does not promise to be unus- 
ually large. The proceedings at 
Columbus have attracted but little 
attention, being devoid of spectac- 
fcature. Even the tontro- 
over woman's suffrage at- 
tracted little attention. 

The futility of the Prohibition 
party as a movement in national 
politics is emphasized by the fact 
that while the party has grown but 
little since it was lirst organized, 
there has been a constant 

public sentiment for the 
more rigid regulation of the liquor 
traffic and the area covered by local 
option and State prohibition has 
constantly been extended. 
Prohibition is not yet a national 
sue. The efforts to this end have 
not yet made an impression of con- 
sequence. The present prospect 
is that for many years to come 
this question will be confined 
principally to local and State poli- 
tics, since the regulation of the 
liquor traffic is only remotely rela- 
ted to the industrial problem 
which involves all the really vital 
political issues of the day. 

We may eventually have 
national campaign that will turn 
upon the question as to whether 
the Federal Government will pro- 
hibit the manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating liquors, but there are 
many other problems to be solved 
first. The agitators for local op- 
tion and State prohibition who are 
not identified with the Prohibition 
party as a national political move- 
ment seem, to have accomplished 
much more in the way of alleviat- 
ing the evils of the traffic 
those who attempt the hoiwless 
task of making this question an 
issue in national politics. - Lexing- 
ton Herald, July 19.
